One of the must important 
meetings in the history of the 
Methodist Episcopal Conference 
of Kentucky lias just come to a 
close. 

For the past week the town of 
Barhourville has been alive with 
Methodist ministers from all 
parts of the State, here to attend 
the annual conference and to 
transact the work that was he- 
lore that Body. 

At the meeting of the Board 
of Education it was agreed that 
"Speed Hall" should he com- 
pleted and ready for occupancy 
by January 1, 1906, and a fund 
was provided to employ a field 
secretary whose duty it will be 

to travel for the college. 

The sermon Sunday morning 
delivered hy Bishop Warren was 
pronounced hy all who heard it as 
heing one the ahlest and strong- 
est ever delivered here 

Sunday evening the ministers 
were invited out to till the 
pulpits of the sister churches, 
and all were treated to a good 

and appreciative audience. 

On Monday morning the last 
session of t he conference was held 
at the close of which the assign- 
ments of the ministers for the 
HBsBXt year was read out hy the 
Bishop as appears elsewhere. 

The visiting ministers were all 
loud in their praise ,.f the hos- 
pitality that was extended to 
then: by the citizens of Barhour- 
ville, and in turn the citizens 
were all highly pleased with the 
ministers who were assigned to 
them, se it was frequently heard 
Upon the streets, "We have the 
nicest preachers of anyone in 
town," while t he preachers were 
all saying one to the other, "I 
have the best home in town 

This shows the feeling of Bar- 
bpurville toward the Methodist 
preachers, and also the feeling 
of the ministers toward the peo- 
ple of Barhourville. 

The meeting of the Kentucky 
conference here this year Was a 
tiod-send to Barhourville, from 
the fact that the conference was 
permitted to see how anxious we 
were to have Union College con- 
tinued, and the Board of Edu- 
cation very readily and willingly 
consented to give all the help 
necessary to the college. 

We only voice the sentiments 
of all the citizens of Barhour- 
ville when we say that the invi-.
